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Bell Tower Location for Fire Horn Questioned 


Ross T 'ree, chairman of 
the Sierra Madre Planning 
Commission, has voiced op¬ 
position as a private citizen 
to the City Council’s recent 
decision to locate the city 
fire horn on top of the bell 
tower in Kersting Court. 

“The bell tower is a his¬ 
torical monument promoted 
and built on the efforts of the 
Historical Society to house 
the Old Sierra Madre Gram¬ 
mar School bell. That’s what 
it’s for. There’s no space for 
a three-foot long horn with 


air lines piped in. That isn’t 
the place for that thing,’’ he 
said this week. 

City Council members are 
cautious with their answers 
concerning why they voted 
for the project that will cost 
$7268 which also includes a 
public telephone to be in¬ 
stalled in Kersting Court. 

Tyree asks, “What’s wrong 
with the General Telephone 
Building? It’s two stories high 
and you can put a tower on 
it. I’m sure the decibel read¬ 
ing will be as good there as 


the historic bell tower. Or 
how about the Post Office? 
And how will all the mer¬ 
chants (in that area) like it 
when it goes off?” 

Marc Mueller, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Fire Chief, said Tuesday, 
“The horn is a necessary 
evil because the insurance 
services office says that every 
volunteer fire dept, must have 
an alternate means of alerting 
the personnel in times of fire 
and emergency. It is therefore 
my position that the imme¬ 
diate replacement of the horn 


in a suitable location which 
will allow it to be heard from 
a majority of the community 
is a necessity for the fire dept.” 

Mayor Carlyle Griffin de¬ 
fends the action of the coun¬ 
cil by saying, “The supply 
tank will be hidden by the 
roof. It’s 30 to 36 inches 
long and six inches in dia¬ 
meter which 1 don’t think 
will be objectionable. Tele¬ 
phone service to it will be the 
only visual. The compressor 
will be underground...Per¬ 
sonally, 1 don’t think it’s 


appropriate for the city to 
use a privately-owned piece 
of property (such as the post 
office) because of mainten¬ 
ance and upkeep.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Clem 
Bartolai stated, “Basically 1 
agree with Ross Tyree’s ideas 
of where the fire horn might 
go. From the very beginning 
1 trusted that every avenue 
and approach had been check¬ 
ed. 1 did not go to the trou¬ 
ble of investigating other pos¬ 
sible locations for that reason. 
Commercial areas or down 


at the city yards are not prac¬ 
tical locations. I’m all for 
pursuing other areas. 1 was 
led to believe it was researched. 
...The phone company is a 
good possibility because there 
would be a lot less prob¬ 
lems in installation so far as 
labor and dollars are con¬ 
cerned...We’ve recommended 
the location. That doesn’t 
mean it will happen. I’ll go 
along with anything that’s 
feasible.” 

Councilman Tom Ed¬ 
wards answered, “1 never 


cared for it to go in Kersting 
Court but there are no alter¬ 
natives. At least nothing else 
has been given to us. If any¬ 
one has an alternative I’m all 
for it. Let’s look into it. We’re 
talking about people who own 
buildings in town. We need 
to be receptive to what the 
townspeople want.” 

Councilwoman Lisa Fow¬ 
ler said, “Personally, I will 
make a point to view it. The 
diagram didn’t show it as 
imposing as its measurements. 
1 trust Ross’ (Tyree) judgment. 


At this point I’m willing to 
look into other possibilities, 
someplace that’s suitable. 
The bell tower location is 
excellent but the looks are 
the biggest detriment.” 

Charles Corp, councilman, 
stated, “When we originally 
gave up the Old City Hall 
we didn’t move the fire horn 
to the new location because 
of the hospital. We must find 
a location (for the horn). 
We really have a problem... 
We’re sort of between the

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‘Prescribed Fire 
is A Retardant 

When the sky turns to course, is to maintain the 


smoke in this foothill area, 
residents become uneasy and 
begin asking “why?” 

Last week when the con¬ 
trolled burn created billows 
of smoke above Sierra Madre 
and Arcadia, Sierra Madre 
Fire Chief Marc Mueller took 
a Sierra Madre News repre¬ 
sentative up toward the fire, 
explaining why this sort of 
controlled burn is imperative. 
Then he suggested contacting 
Walt Sniegowski, field man¬ 
agement specialist of the 
U.S. Forest Service located 
in Pasadena. 

Sniegowski called the 
names “prescribed fire” and 
explained it as “a tool Ho 
conttol wilJ fires. Fires are 
set in selected areas to burn 
off old accumulated chap- 
paral. For each year since a 
previous fire, 1 % of the dead 
material accumulates so that 
in an area where there has 
been no fire for 40 years, 
about 40% of the vegeta¬ 
tion is old. The trick, of 


vegetation m a younger state. 
It’s better that we set these 
prescribed fires than suffer 
the consequences of a wild 
fire,” he said. 

Since August, 7000 acres 
of prescribed burn has taken 
place and will continue “until 
funds run out or we get into 
fire season later.” 

Doesn’t this firing cause 
a drop in the air quality? 

Yes and no, he answers. 
Of course, smoke is a pol¬ 
lutant; “however, we have to 
compare the smoke of a wild 
fire which produces 70 to 
90% more pollutants than a 
controlled burn,” he answers. 
The public has to be willing 
to accept short-term visibility 
or take a week of bad air 
from a bad wnd fire. He ex¬ 
plains that this type of winter 
burn reduces erosion and 
also shows that water is pro¬ 
duced by prescribed burning. 

“One hundred thousand 
gallons of water per one acre

Two Arrested 
FoiiowingBurgiary 


The resolution of a Dec. 3 
residential burglary was ef¬ 
fected this week with the ar¬ 
rest of two suspects Monday 
evening by Sierra Madre 
Police Officer John Cordis- 
chi. 

According to Police Chief 
Bill Betts, the burglary in the 
200 block of Adams in Sierra 
Madre resulted in a $9000 
loss in jewelry, gold and 
silver during the afternoon of 
Dec. 3 when the front door 
of a home was forced open. 

“We’ve been working on 
the c ase since then. Last 
week we received an arrest 
warrant for one suspect and 
a search warrant for a house 
in Duarte,” the chief said 
Tuesday afternoon. 

“Yesterday (Monday), as¬ 
sisted by Temple City Sher¬ 
iffs, we searched a house and 
recovered evidence. On Mon¬ 
day evening we raided a 
house in Montclair, with an 
assist from Montclair Police 
and Temple City Sheriffs. 
We arrested two suspects for 


burglary. One suspect is a 
male, 23, from Arcadia and 
another, a male, 18, from 
Duarte. A third suspect is 
identified and he is a male, 
18, of Duarte who will be 
charged with receiving stolen 
property. All the property 
taken from the Adams address 
was recovered from pawn 
shops in Montclair and Azusa. 
Some also was found in a re¬ 
sidence in Montclair,” the 
chief stated. 

Property was recovered 
Tuesday, he added. 

The investigation-will open 
up other offenses in other 
jurisdictions, he said. The 
men were in county jail Tues¬ 
day. 

“The resolution of this type 
of case has more impact in 
that it also impacts a pawn 
shop that is dealing with stolen 
property. The investigation 
represents a lot of tedious 
work by a lot of people. It’s 
good police work,” Chief 
Betts said.

Everyone observes Christmas in one way or 
another.

— December, 1887 by Etta Dickson Leguin: “’Twas 
the night before Christmas and children and parents 
were gathered in the New Town Hall. There were 
children from Hastings, the Villa, Baldwin, Chap¬ 
mans and Monrovia, for our little school on Live 
Oak accommodated all those districts. “Uncle 
Henry” Hosmer knew everybody...A beautiful 
great Christmas tree stood in front of the stage 
ablaze with candles, covered with cotton batting 
and strings of popcorn. Red and white for Santa 
Claus...By and by, sure enough there came the jin¬ 
gle, jingle of sleigh bells. All eyes turned toward 
the door. There was no chimney so he had to 
come by the door...The door opened and there was 
not only Santa but his wife, as well, seated in a sleigh 
drawn by only one reindeer. Blitzen, I presume. 
The same trusty steed was the one that had carried 
him to the top of the mountain and through the val¬ 
ley...Santa and his wife were personified by Captain 
Osgood and his wife, and the reindeer by Mr. Hos- 
mer’s burro...Poor little burro. How he and the 
sleigh got up that long flight of stairs, no one will 
ever know...During the evening a heavy rain fell 
such as only California can give us. It plowed a gully 
down Grandview through Mrs. Jones’ Ranch, up¬ 
rooting several trees. It tore up Hermosa Ave., 
washing across the old and present church lots and 
to the valley...This gully was wide and several feet 
deep. When the Christmas party at the Town Hall 
broke up, the people who lived on the west side of 
town tried to get home. They found it hard work 
to find a place to cross.” 

— December, 1949; Children got a chance to play 
in real snow Monday when the snow-making machine 
came to the “Little Church” in the village. A huge 
snowman was fashioned in the northeast section. 
A minimum of 10 tons of ice were used for making 
the miniature snow storm. At 7:30 p.m. Santa Claus, 
in the form of “Pappy” Welch, arrived via pony 
cart. Christmas was presented by the Ascension Par¬ 
ish School choir and dance numbers were given by 
Sally Clark’s dancing class. 

— December, 1957: Every evening during the Christ¬ 
mas season at 91 N. Auburn Ave., Sierra Madre, 
people from near and far share the beauty of Noble 
Jefferson’s 90-ft. Canary Island Pine, brightened 
from tip to base with colored lights and the unusual 
string of flags from the U.S. and 264 nations around 
the world. Thus one man’s expression of joy is there 
to be enjoyed by all. 

— December, 1968: The City Council passed official 
plans to build a new creche. During the years lead¬ 
ing up to 1968, the creche was put up by members 
of the Chamber of Commerce. Ron Thurston, Doug 
Delahooke, Tony Harris, Ralph Hurwit, Bill Sulli¬ 
van and Bob Talbot were am5ng those always on 
hand...Monday morning, December 9, about 5:18 
in the morning the creche was torched and burned 
down. The full-size figures and life-size animals 
were all consumed in just a few minutes—no accident 
for sure. The only thing left was a 4-ft. wooden cross 
that had not burned...it had been a support of one 
of the figures and for some reason did not catch 
fire It was taken from the rubble and mounted and 
that afternoon folks began to give money to rebuild 
a new creche...On Tuesday the creche was being built 
in Griffin’s Lumber Yard with volunteers from our 
Fire Dept. On the 17th the figures arrived, and 
believe it or not the creche blew over and was crushed 
on the 20th. It was redone and up again on the 22nd. 
The creche remains a project of the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce.

Response to Letter 
Criticizing Barriers 

(This letter is in response to 
a Letter to the Editor from 
Wilford Barnard the Sierra 
Madre News ran in la.st week’s 
edition. Arcadia Mayor Don¬ 
ald D. Pellegrino answers 
Barnard as follows. Ed.) 

Dear Mr. Barnard: 

Reference is made to your 
Nov. 3, 1982 letter objecting 
to the traffic barricade at 
San Carlos and Orange Grove 
and your understanding that 
the barricade is illegal. You 
are quite correct in that the 
State Supreme Court in the 
case of Rumford versus Ber¬ 
keley did find that certain 
types of barricades were ille¬ 
gal since they did not con¬ 
form to official traffic con¬ 
trol devices promulgated by 
the State Department of 
Transportation. 

Subsequent to that ruling, 
the State Legislature adopted 
Assembly Bill No. 2873 that 
specirically exempits these types 

of devices until Jan. 1, 1984. 

An existing provision of 
the Vehicle Code defines the 
term “official traffic control 
device.” 

This bill would revise this 
definition until Jan. 1, 1984, 
to adopt rules and regulations 


to prohibit entry or exit from 
any street by means of is¬ 
lands, curbs, traffic barriers, 
or other roadway design fea¬ 
tures to implement the cir¬ 
culation clement of an adopt¬ 
ed general plan. 

During this time it is ap¬ 
parently the intent of the State 
to revise State standards to 
include appropriate provisions 
for various types of traffic 
barricades. 

Transmitted herewith is 
a portion of the aforemen¬ 
tioned bill; after your review 
of same, 1 am sure you will 
agree that there is nothing il¬ 
legal concerning tlie traffic 
barriers at San Carlos and 
Orange Grove.

With the high cost of ener¬ 
gy, thermostats are being 
turned down and the public 
is looking to alternate meth¬ 
ods of supplemental heat for 
single' rooms. Technical ad¬ 
vances have led to the de¬ 
velopment of a new generation 
of ventless, portable kero¬ 
sene space heaters. There is 
in progress an intensive ad¬ 
vertising campaign to sell these 
unvented kerosene heaters in 
California. 

The use of fuel-burning, 
unvented heaters in dwelling 
occupancies is prohibited 
by the State of California 
Health and Safety Code. In 
spite of this law, at least one 
television ad now being aired 
shows a kerosene heater in a 
dwelling unit where children 
and other family members are 


present. 

Advertisements in news¬ 
papers and store flyers, for 
the most part, do not refer¬ 
ence that fuel-burning un¬ 
vented heaters are illegal for 
use in dwelling units. 

According to the State of 
California Health and Safety 
Code, Section 19881. Pro¬ 
hibition Against Sale of Un¬ 
vented Heaters; Exceptions; 
“No person shall sell, or of¬ 
fer for sale, any new or used 
unvented heaters, which is de¬ 
signed to be used inside any 
dwelling house or unit, with 
the exception of an electric 
heater, or of decorative gas 
logs for use in a vented fire¬ 
place.” 

There is controversy over 
the safety of portable kero¬ 
sene heaters between manu-

facturers and organizations, 
such as Consumer Reports 
(October, 1982) and the Con¬ 
sumer Products Safety Com¬ 
mission, according to the 
Sierra Madre Fire Dept. 

Fuel-burning, unvented 
heaters, as a class, present 
both fire and life hazards 
not found with other modern- 
type heaters. 

These hazards include the 
danger of fire should the heater 
be accidentally upset, the use j 
of gasoline or other fuels in- < 
stead of kerosene (contrary 
to manufacturer’s instructions)
